This Table shows that the decrease in committals to Reform- 
atory Schools, which has continued steadily for several years, is 
still going on, and 1 can perceive no decided indications that it 
has reached its limit. 

The localities from which the young offenders came who were 
under detention at the end of the year will be found at page 71 
It will also be observed that the City of Dublin contributed 280 
to the schools, while only 71 came from the City of Belfast* and 
39 from Cork City, so that the City of Dublin sends to Refor- 
matory Schools a much larger number in proportion to ils 
population than the other great centres. 

tom! 1 "*- The largest Reformatory in Ireland is at Phiiipstown, Ibis 
School has been well managed during the year, and the greatest 
care has been bestowed upon the boys by those in charge of 
the Institution. The conduct of the inmates under detention 
has been good, and the Rev. Mr. Cox and his assistants had 
no difficulty in maintaining discipline. No rule exists in this 
i School which is not absolutely necessary for the preservation 1 ! 
order. Silence is enforced in the schoolrooms, dormitories* 
lavatory, and during drill and roll-call; but at meals andatall 
other times no undue restraint is imposed. The result of discipline 
, of this kind is to give the boys a manly and open manner, and lo 
teach them to use with moderation the liberty accorded to then. 
. There was very little punishment inflicted during the year. Ih® 
5 greatest attention is bestowed on religious instruction; butwk 
1 the Brothers axe unceasing in their labours to make these lads S™ 
! Chpistiaps, , they leave nothing undone, to provide them with 6 
'means of earning an honest livelihood as skilful tradesmMi

mechanics, or artisans. I have seen several proofs of the success ' 
in life of boys who were former inmates of this Institution, and 
one of them, now a young man, who since his discharge has borne 
the highest character, is about to enter a religious order. 

There were 50 hoys admitted into this School during 189-3, as Admissions, 
against 68 in 1892. They came from the following counties and '

One of those boys was nine years of age, 5 were ten years, 6 
eleven years, 8 twelve years, 9 thirteen years, 8 fourteen years, 
and 13 fifteen years ; 2 had lost both parents, 21 had only one 
parent living, and 4 had not been under parental control. 


As to their educational proficiency, 2 could read and write Educational 
Stirly well, 28 imperfectly, and 20 were quite illiterate. Forty-two 
were committed for five years, 3 for four years, 4 for three years, and 
1 for two years. Twenty-nine were sent to the Reformatory for 
various kinds of larceny, 2 for attempts to steal, 1 for unlawful 
possession, 1 for fraudulent offence, 1 for' shop-breaking, 8 for 
wilful damage, 4 for assault, and 4 for other offences j 8 had been 
convicted previously. 

Eighty-six. hoys were discharged during 1893 : of these, 40 DMiargn. 
were placed in employment, 37 returned to their friends, 1 
emigrated, and 8 enlisted. Some boys also enlisted subsequent 
to their discharge. 

, On December 31sfc, 1893, there were 267 in residence, and 27 ’ 

licensed to employment. Of the 267 in the School, 17 were detention 
carpenters, 10 smiths, 3 painters and fitters, 2 tinsmiths, 2 masons, gj n " 

23 shoemakers, 26 tailors, 12 shirtmekers, 36 knitters and 
menders, 2 bakers, 14 harness-makers, 4 gardeners, 12 were in. 
the fann-yard or followed the horses, 62 worked (in three- 
batches) on the farm, 14 in the laundry, 22 in the dormitories,- 
lavatory, infirmary, kitchen, and refectory, 4 in the house occupied 
by the Brothers, and 2 were engine and furnace hoys. 

The next largest Reformatory School is the one known as-“Glea- 
Glencree in a healthy situation, amidst the Wicklow mountains; 
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managed by the same religious order which ia in c h arge » 
Philipstown. I regret to say that towards the close of the year 
two very serious assaults were committed by boys under detention, 
one upon the night watchman, and one upon an inmate. I invest 
gated carefully the whole circumstances which led to these offences 
The evidence showed that they were the outcome of personal 
spite and not of any general conspiracy or insubordinate spirit 
amongst the boys. This was further confirmed at the trial when 
the offenders were duly punished. Since then the conduct of the 
boys has been very good, and no spirit of ill-will towards any 
inmate, whether in authority or not, has been manifested. Dm™ 
the past year 77 boys were discharged ; of these 19 were placed 
in service or employment, 40 returned to friends, 4 emigrated, 
2 entered the navy, and 12 enlisted. The record of the success 
of boys after they have left the Institution is similar to that of 
Philipstown. 

Matoni. The only Reformatory School for Protestant hoys in Ireland is 
at Malone close to Belfast. In view of the decreasing number of 
committals to this Reformatory it became necessary for the gentle- 
men in Belfast responsible for its management to make consider- 
able alterations in the staff. An entirely new set of officials had 
to be employed, and simultaneously with this there was some 
disturbance amongst the boys, but it was efficiently dealt with, 
and in the latter part of the year their conduct and general 
behaviour has been satisfactory. A system of drill has been 
recently introduced which already has had good effects on the 
discipline in various ways aud on the general health of the boys. 


Reform- 'With regard to Reformatory Schools for Girls nothing occurred 
sThooii for during the l as t year to call for special observation. There are four 
Girls. of these Institutions in the country, three for Roman Catholics aril 
one for Protestants. The Protestant Reformatory School is in 
Cork-street, Dublin, and contained, on 31st of December, only 8 
inmates. The Roman Catholic Reformatory School at Spark’s 
Lake, Monaghan, which has always been particularly successful in 
dealing with young offenders exceptionally recalcitrant, had only 
11 inmates at the close of the year. At the same time there were 
36 at Drumcondra, near Dublin, and 30 at the Good Shepherd 
Convent, St. J oseph's, Limerick. 


st JosepVfl, This last-mentioned School was officially visited by a committee 
Reforms-’ the County of Limerick Grand J ury, who made a most important 

tory School, report upon it, and who expressed themselves in the very highest 
terms of the admirable order in which they found everything. 1 
cannot refrain from expressing my strong conviction that inspection 
of all these Institutions by local authorities is of the greatest pos- 
sible advantage. It tends to remove shortcomings — if shortcoming* 
there he— and above all to make the public practically acquainted 
with the great service which these schools render to the com- 
munity at large. In the report of the Limerick Grand Jury they 
speak strongly of the state of the law which made it compulsory 
to send children to gaol for 14 days as part of the relormnW 1 ? 
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sentence; but during the last Session of Parliament an Act was 
passed for Great Britain, from the operation of which Ireland 
is not excluded, enabling a judge or a magistrate to commit a 
voung offender to a Reformatory School without sending the 
ehild to gaol, and which for the future renders illegal any sentence 
to a Reformatory School for a period less than three years, 

This Act is entitled “ An Act to amend the Law relating to 
Beformatory Schools” (22nd September, 1893), and it has 
effected certain important changes in the law which I have always 
been most anxious to see made.

Of the children under detention at the close of 1893, 3,717 
were hoys and 4,868 girls, Of these, Dublin, with its population 
of 246,000, was responsible for 2,584 children, being a little oyer 
one per cent, of this population, and 30 per cent, on the whole 
number of children. I have called attention in former reports to 
the very large number of Dublin children both in Reformatory 
and Industrial Schools, and I am sorry to say the unfavourable 
comparison which I had to make in this respect between Dublin 
and cities like Cork, Limerick, and Belfast, still continues. 

Artane. . . , 

The most important Industrial School is Artane, in which 900 
hoys were under detention during the year. I have noticed this 
Institution at such length on former 1 occasions that it is unueces- 
sary to devote to it any large space in this report. During the 
year 1893, 206 boys were discharged. They are accounted for 
as follows : — Painters, 4; Cabinetmakers, 8; Harnessinakers, W; 
Tailors, 31 ; Weavers, 5 ; Shoemakers, 15 ; Hairdressers, 5; Black- 
smiths, 8 ; Tinplate workers, 11 ; Gasfitters, 1 ; Wheelwrights, 6; 
House carpenters, 3 ; Bakers, 5 ; Upholsterers, 1.; Fitters,^; 
Painters, 2; Sculptor, 1; Musician, 1; Plasterers, 2; Provia® 
dealers, 7 ; Domestic servants, 16; Hotel pages, 6; Fanning. u\ 
Messengers, 13; 6 went to friends; 3’joined the army; 8 were 
discharged on account of disease ; 3 died ; and 1 emigrated. ( 
Education. The general excellence in teaching in the Christian ® r0 “ ie ^ 
Schools throughout the country has been made manJwt to 
since the introduction of the Intermediate system, ana J «» 
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serenaded that some of the classes in Artane are quite as 
well taught as those in Schools of the same religious order 
which come more conspicuously before the public. The Educa- 
tional Endowments Commissioners for Ireland report for 1886-87,. 
p. xviii., bears testimony to the excellent elementary education 
given to the poor in the Schools of the Christian Brothers. 

D The disinfecting chamber to which I referred in my report for lumfacting 
1892, has more than justified the expectations which were formed ct,lllll>OT - 
of it. This chamber is of massive steel, five feet square by six 
feet six inches in depth. There is a door at each end which 
weighs over half a ton. These doors are held in their places 
(steam tight) by 20 powerful screws. During the disinfecting 
process each door has to sustain a pressure of 33 tons. The 
articles to be disinfected, clothing, bedding, towels, &c., are 
subjected to a flow of steam at 20 lbs. pressure for about ten 
minutes, and afterwards to a dry heat varying from 200 to 250 
degrees, according to the texture of the articles undergoing dis- . 
infection. 

A new farm-yard has been added, containing the largest hay 
and straw sheds in Ireland, which have been built by Messrs. Hill F "“ J>ra - 
and Smith of Dublin. 

Several new baths have been erected. The new Infirmary 
of which I spoke in former reports, is now practically com- iua™“r. 
pleted, and is provided with every possible convenience. There 
is also a special play-ground of large dimensions for the use of p 1 *^ 
convalescent boys, and a field has been set aside for the 
rearing of poultry. A new system of the most effective type 
fcr the grinding of flour, fitted with a pair of costly silk 
machines, has been put up by Messrs. Thomas Robinson & Sons, 
of Rochdale. These are some of the new improvements which 
have been made during the year in this Institution, upon whieh 
the Christian Brothers and their friends have already spent 
over £80,000, without any grant in aid or borrowing from the 
State, and which since its foundation has turned out nearly • 

3,500 boys, the immense majority of whom have become good 
citizens in various parts of the British Empire and in the United 
States of America. 

During the last year the health of the Institution continued »«'»> 
most satisfactory. There were no cases of typhoid fever, 
scarlatina, typhus fever, diphtheria, or severe diarrhoea, diseases 
usually connected with insanitary conditions, notwithstanding 
their prevalence in Dublin and its neighbourhood. 

Other Senior Schools for Roman Catholic Boys. 

Besides Artane there are ten other Schools for senior boys — 

Milltown, near Belfast ; Upton, Greenmount, and Baltimore. in 
the County of Cork ; Kilmore, in Dublin ; Salthill and Letter- 
hack, in the County of Galway ; two Schools, one in Tralee and 
®# in Limerick, under the Christian Brothers ; and one in 
Clonmel, managed by the same religious order which is in charge 
ofUpton,

Br»*!og. I mentioned last year in my report how desirable it -was that 
drawing should he taught to hoys in Industrial Schools, ami 
pointed out how it lay at the foundation of all Technical Training. 
I am glad to note that during^ the year this subject has 
* introduced into Schools where it was not previously taught, aul 
the result of the examinations by the Science and Art Department, 
South Kensington, has been satisfactory, especially as regards 
K iimore. Limerick, Galway, Tralee, and Artane. _ Kilmore has again re- 

ceived the highest praise as far as this subject is concerned 
Upton. "With regal'd to Upton I am glad to say that the suggestions I 
made in two former reports as to the advisability of agriculture 
being taught in it on the same lines as in some of the Genua 
and French Agricultural Schools will be joyfully undertaken by 
the managers in due course, if they receive help and encourage, 
ment from the public. The buildings could be made specially 
suitable for this purpose, and the situation of the School is par- 
ticularly well adapted for it. The general management of this 
Institution is most efficient, the boys well cared for, and the 
teaching excellent. 


Baltimore Fishery School. 

This School, which has always been watched with considerable 
interest, merits, I think, exceptional consideration in this report, 
chiefly on account of the improvements in various ways which 
have been effected during the past year. 

As regards general education, there has been a marked change 
for the better since my last report in reading, writing, geography, 
spelling, and grammar. The whole of the fifth class is now being 
taught navigation, and a few of them possess a fair knowledge of 
elementary algebra. This class has also been taught book-keeping. 

One of the most striking improvements has been the teaching 
of gymnastics under a trained master, the result of which must 
eventually prove of great benefit in various ways. 

With reference to Industrial Training, a carpenter’s shop has 
been erected during the last year, and the boys now receive 
instruction in boat-building and. carpentering. 

, Several boys were taught net making and how to mend sails 
which they did exceedingly welL Special fenders for fishing 
vessels, superior to those ordinarily in use, were made by the 
boys under the superintendence of the Fishery Instructor. _ 
Mr. Burdett-Coutts, M.P., one of the Governors, has furnished 
a recreation room, and placed in it a variety of games for the 
amusement of the boys during their leisure hours. This room is 
intended to be always open as a reward for those boys who to 
been attentive to their duties, and the general management will M 
placed under the control of the boys themselves. A library ot 
suitable books has also been presented by the same Governor, 
and cannot fail to be of great advantage to the School. _ 

The cleanliness of the boys is remarkable, and is vign 411 I 
attended to by the Matron and the Superintendent. 
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Ifaeir health during the year has been good. The doctor 
of the Institution attends regularly at least twice a week, 
nail am also glad to say, that owing to the vigorous action of the 
fovernors, ophthalmia, which broke out in the School some 
adten months ago, has now been nearly stamped out. 

Instruction in fishing is carried on in five fishing vessels. 

In each of these two boys remain on board during the whole i,ulr "“™' 

of the fishing season, and only return to school on Sundays, when 

the vessels are in harbour. Before' being permitted to mix with 

the other boys they are obliged to take warm baths, and all their 

clothes are changed. The masters of the vessels in which these 

boys are engaged speak generally in high terms of their conduct. Bllrsrr wl 

On a late occasion, during a gale of exceptional violence, some of swe ona.et 

the boys who were on hoard three of the vessels are reported 0 1 8 

to have behaved extremely well, -and the skippers themselves 

spoke to me about them in terms of superlative praise. 

One of them told me that, from the time he was a lad he had 
raked at sea, and never observed greater pluck and bravery than 
teas shown by a hoy named William Bennett ; another reported 
that a boy named John Byrne set an example to the whole crew, 
uni helped them to keep np their hearts while passing through 
one of the severest gales ever experienced at sea ; and two other 
hoys, Patrick Burke and William Foley, also behaved very 
creditably on the same occasion. 

The difficulty, however, of making hoys at Baltimore thoroughly 
efficient, sailors is very great, because as the law now stands the Seim* ’* 
Industrial Schools Act requires their discharge at the age of sixteen. “ Uot *- 
Whatever may he said as to the advisability of discharging 
children from Industrial Schools at this age, I think no such 
obligation should exist in the case of a piscatorial school. This 
seems clear from the fact that no boy under the age of fourteen 
can be sent to sea. The risks to life, and the hardships to he 
endured, while fishing all night, are too many and too great for 
toys of a more tender age. It will therefore be observed that a 
hoy at Baltimore has only two fishing seasons for his training as 
a fisherman, and cannot, as a rule, obtain sufficiently full instruc- 
tion, either in fishing or the handling of a first-class vessel, to 
make him thoroughly proficient. Moreover, a boy of sixteen 
annot get the place of a man in a vessel, and consequently 
aunot obtain a man’s share, which he could easily do at the age 
of eighteen. An amendment of the law to enable hoys to be 
detained to the age of eighteen is therefore most desirable if this 
school is to be given a fair chance of fulfilling the purpose for 
which it was founded. 

There were 58 hoys in the School over fourteen years of age. 

Of these, 14 were engaged in fishing during the whole of the 
spring and autumn mackerel seasons, and part of the winter at 
long lines ; 2 being engaged during the summer on the east 
oast in herring fishing as far north as Ardglas3. Of the re- 
maining 44 boys, 31 were employed in the following occupations ; 
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— 5 at net-making by machinery, 2G at netmending, fish-cum? 
and other trades incidental to fishing. Of the other 13, 6 ^ 
engaged in shoemaking and tailoring, 3 at farming and gardenin' 
and 4 at general domestic work. -

The Governors have, at my suggestion, made considerable Dint, 
changes in their dietary. The most important one has heen the 
Urge increase in the quantity of new milk used, which is, moreover, 
regularly tested hy a lactometer. Every week day each hoy 
gets a pint of new milk at his breakfast, and in addition on 
Wednesdays, Fridays, and Saturdays at dinner. Excellent stira- 
tat made of oatmeal and Indian meal is provided for breakfast, Bndcrut. 
in the proportion of twelve of the former to seven of the latter, 

•bug with a pint of milk. The dinners vary. The boys have d mum. 
neat three days a week, and on the other days they sometimes 
get either fish or a stew. Supper consists of as much bread as supper,, 
they can consume, generally averaging from ^ lb. to 1 lb., and a 
pint of the best Trinidad cocoa made with a liberal supply of milk. 

Every precaution is taken hy the Governors, hy repeated personal 
visits and otherwise, to ensure that the boys get the very best food. 

The government of the School is vested in the Most Reverend 
Homan Catholic Bishop of Ross, the Parish Priest of Baltimore, 
lord Carbary, Sir Thomas Brady, Mr. Burdett-Coutts, M.P., 
jfe W. T. Green, President of the Chamber of Commerce, Cork, 

Mr. Thomas Crosbie, Cork Examiner, and two gentlemen who live 
®the neighbourhood, Mr. Thomas Downes and O’Donovan, D.n. 

Regular official meetings are held at the School every month, and 
I find that since its opening in 1887 His Lordship the Bishop, 

Sir Thomas Brady, and Mr. Crosbie have hardly ever missed a 
Beefing. Mr. Downes has attended most regularly since his 
election, and Mr. W. T. Green has often been present at very 
treat inconvenience. 
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Roman Catholic Female Industrial Schools. 

There are 42 Female Roman. Catholic Industrial Schcdi 
managed by Nuns of different religious orders, Almost all ties 
institutions are connected with National schools, and they arj 
visited by the National School Inspectors who almost invariafe 
report favourably of them. Some of these schools have attaint! 
a high degree of excellence in technical and in industrial trainica 
Kiii.ii«. The convent at Kinsale, which in dark times may he said fe 
have preserved the art of making Irish lace, deserves specif 
glij0 mention. At Sligo the Dairy school recently established is already 
beginning to make its usefulness felt in the neighbourhood, and 
girls who receive instruction in it have no difficulty in obtaining 
suitable situations. 

Newtown- The poultry farm which was established at Newtownforbs 
fo'ta, aoou a ft er j tjajxte iato office is doing fairly well. 

The expenditure on it amounted in 1893 to £245 7s. 3d., whik 
the receipts were £252 4s. 4d. As time goes on there is every 
reason to hope that it will prove more remunerative, hut under 
all circumstances it is a useful and healthy occupatiou for tie 
children. 

The varieties of prize fowl are : — Langshans, Rose and Single 
Comb Orpingtons, Black Minorcas, White and Brown Leghorns, 
Black Hamburghs, Light Brahmas, Plymouth Rocks, Houdtns, 
Houdan Crop, and Golden Wyandotte Crop. There are ab 
several breeds of prize ducks and turkeys. 

Queenstown. The progress' of the weaving industry in Queenstown School 
during 1893 has been steady and satisfactory. Some of the girls 
are now quite efficient in the management of the looms; andthe 
towelling, linen, and cambric handkerchiefs supplied by them 
have been pronounced of a superior quality. Several former 
pupils who learned weaving, now continue it as a means of live- 
lihood, 


Junior Roman Catholic Boys’ Schools. 

There are six junior Roman Catholic boys’ schools — Bathctaim, 
Kilkenny, Cappoquin, Passage West, Killarney, and Drogbeda- 
all of them managed by Nuns. Their management during 
year has been fairly satisfactory, but I have had to complain 
the Managers of some of these schools have not shown as ® 
activity as they ought to have done in regard to disposal- I f 
must remember that boys ought not be detained in 
schools after nine years of age, and they should have shown tt 
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virilance in arranging with the senior hoys’ schools for the trans- 
fer, and also in applying for the discharge of children unfit for 
industrial training. 

Passage West has been managed during the year as creditably 
is heretofore. I am glad to note that netmaking has been intro- WMt 
dnced, and altogether it seems to me this Institution might with 
jreat advantage be a preparatory school for Baltimore. The health 
Sfthe boys has been exceedingly good. The Beport of the Inspector 
tf National Schools regarding education is most satisfactory, and 
I entirely concur with it. 


PROTESTANT INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 

There are 10 Protestant Industrial Schools, 6 for girls and 4 for 
boys. The schools for girls call for no special mention, except 
Heytesbnry-street, where the number of children detained is ex- Heytestorj. 
ceedingly small, with a tendency to decrease, and therefore I must 
repeat again what I said last year, that it is hardly worth while 
for the Protestants of Dublin to continue to maintain it, at least 
in its present form. The schools under Miss Woodroffe in Cork J r,tal ” i e 4 
remaiti in the same position as last year, but I cannot help hoping 
that before long the Protestants of that city will see their way Homl ’’ 
to establish one good Industrial School for girls in a convenient 
situation, and with suitable accommodation. 

The female school at Bray is much the same as last year. Buy, 
Hampton House in Belfast continues well managed; and Shamrock hSum!”” 
Lodge in the same city has still the advantage of being directed ™ ok 
by Mra. Margaret Byers. 

Of the boys’ schools, the Grampian and Pox Lodge are in 
Belfast, and the Committee of both these Institutions are most wj."" 
active in their efforts to ensure their success. I regret, however, 
to say that I still hold the opinion that it would be better, if 
possible, to abolish the Grampian Training ship, and transfer the 
boys to a suitable house on shore. I do not think that any 
great number of boys physically fit for sea life can he found 
among the class of children committed under the Industrial 
Schools Act in a city like Belfast, and I am confirmed in this 
opinion by the abiding difficulty of getting boys from the 
Grampian into Her Majesty’s Navy, and from the circumstance 
that for the last ten years only one entered it. . 

The Meath School at Blackrock continues to merit the praise “ ] °“ b r i ool( 
vhich I was happy to bestow upon it last year. The Com- “ 
mittee of Management are specially entitled to the gratitude 
of the public for the care which they take in the disposal of the 
™y a - During the last year twenty-five boys were discharged, 
it is known that, with the exception of one who emigrated 
to Australia, all the others are in respectable positions. The Com- 
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mittee, however, not satisfied with giving the boys a fair start in 
life, have established at 77, Lower Gar diner-street/ 1 The Gordon 
Home," for boys who have left the School, and are apprenticed 
or engaged in business in the city of Dublin. The expense of 
fitting up this house has been very considerable, but the object 
for which it was established has been fully accomplished. There 
are now seventeen young men in the house, all former inmat e 
of the Meath School, employed in various trades in the city, 
This Home which has been formed by voluntary contribution^ 
owes its existence to Dr. Samuel Gordon, and I hope that 
persons interested in the working of the Industrial Schools Act 
will endeavour to establish similar Institutions in other places, '

Education. 

Reading. On this subject I have to give very much the same account 
as in former reports. The reading ia the schools generally is not 
as good as it ought to be. Sufficient attention is certainly not 
given to explanation, and unless this is done it is impossible to 
obtain high proficiency. 

Writing The handwriting in almost all these Industrial schools is ex- 

ceedingly good. The copy books are very well kept, and bear 
marks of careful supervision. 

Arithmetic. Arithmetic is a very favourite subject and fairly attended da 
But with the exception of very few schools, the teaching w * 
is almost exclusively confined to working out sums on a slate, 
and mental calculation is neglected. 
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Geography is the subject in which these children are most GnotTipAr- 


Buildings, 

I am happy to say that the improvement in the school buildings 
s till continues. There are now very few schools where the 
buildings are not fairly good, and in almost all cases where they 
are inadequate steps are being taken to remedy deficiencies. 

Disposal. 

As I have previously pointed out in my reports, the whole 
success or failure of an Industrial School depends upon the 
judicious disposal of the children and their success in afterlife. I 
am glad to call the attention of the public to the fact that 
managers are becoming more and more alive to the all-important 
duty of watching, as far as possible, over the children who have 
been committed to their care after they have left school The 
case of Sligo, where there is a House of Mercy near the school, in ' 
which girls after their discharge remain until they can be suitably 
provided for, and of Dr. Gordon’s Home in Gardiner-street, are soram 
instances in point ; but many other schools are not less careful. Homo - 
Sirty children have been discharged from the Convent School in n>mact 
Dundalk since I have come into office. Of these only two are known 
to have turned out unsatisfactorily. There is some doubt about 
five on account of their having been more or less lost sight of, but 
fifty-three at the present moment are engaged in respectable 
situations, earning their livelihood with credit to themselves, and 
could he communicated with at anymoment. The majorityof these 
write at regular intervals to the convent. Another striking illus- 
tration of the working of these Institutions is the management of 
the Good Shepherd at Cork. During the same period seventy-six R ^ 
girls have been discharged, of which number four only have not oo»a” * 
been successful, while the remaining seventy-two are in 5 '*'s h ” J - 
respectable situations — a considerable number of them in the south 
of Ireland — and all of them continue in direct relations with the 
Manager of the school. I venture to think that thi3 management 
of the Nuns is a record most creditable to Irish administration, 
and shows how institutions in Ireland can he made to succeed if 
the central authority will take the trouble to suggest and guide 
local effort and foster the sense of local responsibility. 


Health. 

I have to note with the greatest pleasure that the sanitary 
condition of these schools is making rapid progress. This is owing 
almost exclusively to the managers, who have shown the greatest 
desire to meet every suggestion that I have made to them, both 
as regards isolation on admission, requiring more regular 
Attendance from the medical officer, and paying attention to 
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dietary. When I came into office, and for the two following to 
the number of deaths were 82, 89, and 81, while for listva- 
out of about 10,000 children under detention, the numbenrf 
deaths recorded was only 63. At the same time I have to 
complain that in some schools, though 1 am glad to say the numbs 
Si is decreasing, the medical attendance is still not as regular or u 
offiran. frequent as it ought to he. I trust that in the schools 1 allude to 
I may have to report an improvement in this respect nest year 


Dietary. 

The subject of school dietary is obviously of the greatest impor- 
tance, more especially in the case of children who must depend 
almost entirely on health for their power of earning their bread 
A proper system of dietary exercises a powerful influence on the 
development of the physical system, and incidentally on the 
mental and moral capacity in the child which will determine its 
subsequent career. The main questions to be considered are— what 
constitutes good, wholesome, and plain food, suitable for children, 
and what is adequate for them during their chief years of growth! 
SEjaof For scientific purposes all food is divided, with a view of 
*®a estimating its power of nutrition, into five classes, viz. : nitrogenous 
substances, which comprise meaty or albuminous foods ; carbo- 
hydrates, such as starch aud sugar ; fats ; mineral matters ; an! 
water. 

Dr. Dukes, in his treatise on diet suitable for the growth and 
development of youth, estimates that a youth weighing 1001bs.and 
undergoing ordinary exercise, requires in twenty-four horns 
three ounces of water-free albuminate food, two ounces of fit, 
twelve ounces of carbo-hydrates, three-quarter ounce of mineral 
matter; and he goes on to state that if work be taken out of Mm 
without necessary food, much deterioration, both physical and 
mental, is produced, and the growing youth is permanently 
damaged. Meat, milk, and eggs are the best forms in which 
nitrogenous food can be supplied to children, as they are easily 
digestible. 

Carbo-hydrates may be chiefly given in the form of sugar; of 
bread which contains about 50 per cent, of starch; and of potatoes, 

Fat in some shape must be supplied, butter is the best kind, 
but fat of meat and suet puddings are excellent forms 
Mineral matters are an absolute necessity for the nutrition of 
the young. They may be obtained from various articles ot 
food, especially from whole-meal bread. This article of food con- 
tains a very large amount of salts represented by phosphates of 
lime and magnesia, which are thrown away in the manufacture 
of very white bread. 

Milk is one of the most important articles to be considered, 
and I am glad to note that many of the schools supply t ea 
selves from their own dairies, and I would suggest that tn» 
should be done always where possible. 
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Vegetables; especially those which are green, are a necessity 
for ensuring health. Unfortunately, some of our Irish hoys have 
a dislike to them, but this may he overcome if more attention 
were paid to cooking, and if those in authority in the schools 
would endeavour to impress their value upon them. The 
children also should he induced to partake freely of table-salt. 
Salt enters largely into the animal tissues, and a natural craving 
esists for it even in the lower animals. As a matter of fact 57 per 
cent of the saline matter of the blood consists of common salt, 
and as this is largely eliminated daily the necessity of a constant 
snpplyis obvious. 

I make these general observations for the information of Mana- 
gers generally, and most especially for the Managers of junior 
toys' schools. 


Conclusion. 

I cannot conclude this Report without expressing once more 
ay strong conviction of the obligations which the Government 
tnd people of this country are under to the Managers of these 
schools for the diligence, prudence, and devotion with which they 
discharged their duties. I myself am deeply sensible that the 
smooth and successful working of the Industrial Schools Act 
since I have been in charge of this Department is mainly owing 
to the cordial co-operation and assistance which I have received 
from the Managers.
